_Earth,” 

That statement is^ questioned by the 
10 contributors to "New Approaches to 
the Book of Mormon: Explorations In 
Critical Methodology."

One only needs to 
look with dismay at our current political 
situation. But that cun be brushed oIT as 
"the world.” 

Yet integrity is oficn absent within the 
church. Examples abound of people 
having their own agenda and creating 


deception to feed their pride, even causing 
di.sscntion and creating church splits. 
Others say "yes" when'laicr you find out 
they really meant “no. ".The current 
“what’s in it for me?" mehtaliiy shows a 
great lack of integrity. 

Pastors, as well as parishioncr.s, ofien 
reflect little integrity. How many pastors 
have used-a colleague’s turmoil and 
problems to their advantage? How many 
have berated and undercut another's 
ministry or philosophy of ministry so that 
they might appear to be "more biblical?’’ 
ORen ‘‘thcological convictions’’ arc cited ' 
as justification for such behavior. Sorry,. I 
don't buy it. 

If wc believe the Bjblc is true, we must 
take heed to what it says. In Proverbs wc ' 
fend; “He who walks in integrity walks 
-sceurcIy,-bul-hcwho-pervcrt 6 -his-wayR- 
will be found out" (10:9).

Church lacts to ensure.financial stability with cuts

. ORLANDO, Fla. - Acting to head off financial 
calamity, the nation's largest Presbyterian 
denomination is cutting S7 million from its 
annual budget and up to 175 jobs from its 
riaildnarslan'.- ■ 

“It’s a massive budget cut and it’s a massive 
reorganization, in the midst of a (financial) 
crisis," said James D. Brown, executive director 


of the Presbyterian Church (USA)’s General 
Assembly Council, which .acts on behalf of the 
denomination's top elected body, the General 
Assembly. The assembly, which meets once a 
yeaf. concluded a nine-day meeting here last 
week approving the actions. 

Dramatic though the Presbyterians’ cuts may 
be. they are not unique, as some of the nation's 
most influential rcligiou.s bodies confront 
daunting financial problcmsi 


For the Presbyterians, the reductions amount to 
ftcarly 15 percent of expenses and more than 20- 
percent in employees, leaving the 2.8 million- 
member denomination with a staff of about 575 
people and S45 million to spend. 

Religious officials blame the problems partly 
on economic Fccession. which has spread pain 
across faith lines. But among Protestants, at least, 
expens sec a bigger threat at work, as church- 
goers opt to keep money at the local church level. 


Study says parents teach best through example 


NEW YORK (AP) - Parents who 
-want their children to keep the faith 
would do well to lead by example, 
attending worship services us a 
family and living up to religious 
principles in their lives, new research 
ha.s found. 

In a study of college students in the 
United Stales and Canada, 
sociologists at the University of 
Calgary found young people were 
more likely to keep their religious 
beliefs if they attended church at ogc 
lu ano iirst cxpencnccu uoudis luicr 
in their teen-age years.' . .
